CHAPTKIt XXI 
(Continued; 
They dragged me to the commander 


of the camp and he instructed them to 
give me a bath. So they took me to 
the bathhouse, where I was stripped 
and lashed. All the time they were 
whipping me I was thinking what a 
joke It was on me, because I had been 
looking for excitement and had got 
more than I wanted, so I laughed and 
the Huns thought I was crazy sure. 


I was dumped into a vat of hot water 


and at the same time my clothes were 
given a boiling, which was good for i 
them. 
. 
' 


Then I was forced Into my wet 


clothes and marched back to the bar- 
racks. 
This bath and the stroll 


through the snow In wet clothes Just 
about did for me. Nowadays, when I 
Bit in a draft for a second and catch 
cold, I wonder that I am still alive to 
catch it. Having gone through Dix- 
mude and the Dardanelles and the 
sinking of the Georgic and four Ger- 
man prison camps and a few other 
things—I shall probably trip over a 
bole in a church carpet and break my 
neck. That would be my luck. 


There were all the diseases yon can 


think of In this camp, including black 
cholera and typhus and somebody was 
always dying. We had to make coffins 
from any wood we could find. So it 
was not long before we were using the 
dividing boards from our bunks, pieces 
of flooring and, in fact, the walls of 
the barracks. The officers were quar- 
tered In corrugated Iron barracks, so 
they had to borrow wood from us for 
their coffins. We would make the box 
and put the body In it, give it as much 
service as we conld, In the way of 
prayers and hymns, and put It away In 
a hole near the barracks. There was 
so much of It that a single death 
passed unnoticed. 


One morning the German sentries 


came to our barracks—they never 
came singly—and told us that an offi- 
cer was going to review the prisoners 
and ordered us to muster up, which we 
did. I was the last man out of the bar- 
racks and on account of my wounds I 
was slower than the rest. 


Yon understand I had had no medical 


treatment except crepe-paper ban- 
dages and water; my wounds had been 
opened by swimming from the Georgic 
to the Moewe and they had been put 
in terrible shape In the coal bunkers. 
On account of the poor food and lack 
of treatment they had not even started 
to heal. Incidentally, the only cloth 
bandages that any of us had were what 
we would tear from our clothes and-J 
have seen men pick up an old dirty 
rag that someone else had had around 
his wound for a long time and bandage 
his* own wounds with It. 


So it was all I could do to drag my- 


self along. The officer noticed that 1 
was out of line and immediately asked 
my name and nationality. 
When he 


heard "American" he could not say 
enough things about us and called me 
all the swine names he could think of. 


I was pretty thin at this time and 


getting thinnerT so I figured I might 
just es welt have It out before 1 
starved. Besides, I thought, he ought 
to know that we are not used to being 
bawled out by German swine In this 
country. 


So I told him so. And I said that he 


should not bawl Americans .out, be- 
cause America was neutral. He then 
said that as America supplied food and 
munitions to the allies she was no bet- 
ter than the rest 


Then I said: "Do yon remember the 


Deutschland? When she entered Bal- 
timore and New London she got all the 
cargo she wanted, didn't she?" 


•Tea." 
"Well, If you send over your mer- 


chant marine they will, get the same." 
For that answer be gave me ten days 
In the guardhouse. He did not like to 
be reminded that their merchant ma- 
rine bad to dive under to keep away 
from the Limeys. 


I admit I was pretty flip to this of- 


ficer, but who would not be when a 
slick German swine officer bawled him 
out? 


It was while I was in the guardhouse 


that Mr. Gerard, the American ambas- 
sador, visited the camp. He came to 
this camp about every six months, as 
a rule. Even In the German prison 
camps the men had somehow got Infor- 
mation about Mr. Gerard's efforts to 
Improve the terrible surroundings in 
which the men lived. Some of the men 
nt Dulmen had been conflnW In vari- 
ous other camps and they told me that 
when Mr. Gerard visited these camps 
all that the men did for a week or so 
t "forward was to talk about his visit 
and what he had said to Uiem. We 
knew Mr. Gerard Imd got the Germans 
to make conditions better In some of 
the worst hcll-ho1«9 In Germany and 
the men were always glad when he 
came around. They felt they hnd some- 
thing better to look forward to and 
Borne relief from the awful misery. 


Mr. Gerard was passing through the 


French barracks and a man I knew 
there told him there was nn American 
there. The Germans did not want him 
to sec me, but he put up an argument 
with the commanding officer and they 
finally said he conld Interview me. I 
never was so glnd to see anyone as 
I was to see him. The picture Is still 
with me of him coming In the door. 
We talked for about an hour and a 
half, I guess, and then he got op *» 
go and he snld I would hear from him 
|n about three weeks. Jnst think what 
good news that was to me! 


They let me out of the guardhouse 


•ad I celebrated tor doing all the dam- 


age tc German sentries' fhai I could 
do. The men in the camps w«nj wild 
when they learned that Ambassador 
Gerard was there, for they said he was 
the only man In Germany they could 
tell their troubles to. The reason was 
that he was strong for tbe men, no 
matter what nationality, and put his 
heart into the work. 
I am one of 


those who cannot say enough good 
things about him. Like many others, 
If it had not been for Mr. Gerard I 
would be kaput by now. 


A few days after this I was slow 


again as we were marching to the 
bread house and the guard at the door 
tripped me. When I fell I hurt my 
wounds, which made me hot 
Now I 


had deaided, on thinking it over, that 
the best thing to do was to be good, 
since I was expecting to be released, 
and I thought It would be tough luck 
to be killed Just before I was to be 
released. But I had been in the Amer- 
ican navy and any garby of the U. S. A. 
would have done what I did. It must 
be the training we get, for when a 
dirty trick Is pulled off on ns we get 
very nervous around the hands and are 
not always able to control them. 


So I went for the gentry and wal- 


loped him In the Jaw. Then I received 
his bayonet through the fleshy part of 
the forearm. 
Most bayonet wounds 


that we got were In the arm. 
But 


those arms were hi front of our faces 
at the time. The sentries did not aim 
for our arms, you can bet on that A 
wound of the kind I got would be noth- 
ing more than a white streak If prop- 
erly attended to, but I received abso- 
lutely no attention for it and It was 
a long time In healing. At that I WAS 
lucky; another bayonet stroke just 
grazed my stomach. 


I had been at Dulmen for three 


weeks when we were transferred to 
Brandenburg, Havel, which Is known 
as "the hell-hole-of Germany" to the 
prisoners. 
It certainly Is not too 


strong a name for It, either. 


On the way we changed trains at 


Osnnbrtick and from the station plat- 
form I saw German soldiers open up 
with machine guns on the, women and 
children who were rioting for food. 


CHAPTER XXII. 


"The Hell Hole of Germany." 


On arriving at Brandenburg we were 


marched the three or four miles north- 
west to the camp. While we were be- 
ing marched through the streets a 
woman walked alongside of ns for 
quite a way, talking to the boys In 
English and asking them about the 
war. 
She said she did not. believe 


anything the German papers printed. 
She said she was an Englishwoman 
from Liverpool and that at the out- 
break ot the war not being able to 
get out of Germany, she and her chil- 
dren had'been put in prison and that 
every day for over a week they had 
put her through the third degree; that 


, her children had been separated from 
ner and" that she did not know where 
they were.

She walked along with ns for several 


blocks until' a sentry heard her say 
something not very complimentary.-to 
the Germans and chased her away. 
When we arrived at the camp we -were 
put Into the receiving barracks and 
kept there six days. The condition of 
these barracks was not such that you 
could describe It The-floors were ac- 
tually nothing but filth. Very few of 
the bunks remained; the-rest hod been 
torn down—for fuel, I suppose. 


The day we were transferred to the 


regular prison barracks four hundrec 
Russians and Belgians were buried. 
Most of them had died from cholera 
typhoid and Inoculations. We heart 
from the prisoners there before ns that 
the Germans had come through the 
camps with word that there was an 
epidemic of black typhus, and cholera 
and that the only thing for the men to 
do was to take the serum treatment to 
avoid catching these diseases. Most of 
the four hundred men had died from 
the Inoculations. They had taken the 
Germans' word, had'been inoculated 
and had died within nine hours. Which 
shows how foolish it is to believe a 
German. None of ns had any doubt 
bnt what the scrum was poisonous. 


The second day that we were in the 


regular camp the Germans strung 
barbed wire all around our barracks. 
They told us we had a case of black 
typhus among ns. This was nothing 
more nor less than a bluff, for not one 
of us had typhus, but they put up the 
wire, nevertheless, and we were not 
allowed to go out 


One day when I was loafing aroucc 


our barracks door and not having any- 
thing particularly important to do. I 
packed a nice hard snowball and land- 
ed It neatly behind the ear of a little 
sentry not far away. When he lookcc 
around he did not blow his whistle bnt 
began hunting for the thrower. This 
was strange In a German sentry and 1 
thought he most be pretty good stuff 


. When he looked around, however, a! 


he saw was a man staggering aroum 
as If he were drank. The 'man was 
the one who had done the throwing, all 
right, but the sentry could not be sure 
of it, for sorely no man would s&y 
out In the open and Invite accidents 
like that Bat still, who had done It? 
• So I Just kept staggering around 
and the sentry came op to me am 
looked me over pretty hard. Then : 
thought for the first time that things 
might go hard on me, but I figured 
that If I quit the play acting it would 
be an over. So 1 stanered rtsnt op 


to tue henlry anil looked ut him drunk- 
enly, expecting every moment to get 
one from the bayonet. 


But he was so surprised that all he 


could do was stare. So I stared back, 
pretending that I saw two of him, and 
otherwise acting foolish. Then I .guess 
he realized for the first time that the 
chances of anybody being drunk In 
that camp were small—at least for the 
prisoners. He was rubbing his ear 
all the time, but finally the thought 
seeped through the Ivory and he began 
to laugh. I laughed, too, and the first 
thing you know he had me doing it 
again—that Is, tbe Imitation. 
One 


snowball was enough, I figured. 


I used to talk to him quite often 


after that. 
We had no particular 


love for each other, but he was gamer 
than the other sentries, and he did not 
call me schwelnhund every time he saw 
me, so we got on very well together. 
His name must have been Schwartz, I 
guess, but It sounded like "Swatts" to 
me, so Swatts he was, and I was 
"Chink" to him, «B everybody else 
called me that 


One day he asked me If I could 


epeuk French, and I sold yes. Italian; 
yes. Russian; yes. No matter' what 
language he might have mentioned I 
would have said yes, because I could 
smell something in the wind, and I 
was curious. Then he told me that if 
I went to the hospital and worked 
there, I might get better meals and 
would not "have to go so far for them, 
and that my knowing all the languages 
I said I did -would help me a great 
ways toward getting the Job. 


Evidently he had been told to get a 


man for the place, because he ap- 
pointed me to It then and there. He 
put me to work right away. We went 
over to one of the barracks, where a 
case of sickness had been reported, 
and found that the invalid was a big 
Barbadoes negro named Jim, a fire- 
man from the Voltaire. At one time 
Jim must have weighed 250 pounds, 
but by this time he was about two 
pounds lighter than a straw hat, but 
still black and full of pep. Light aa 
he was, I was no "white hope," and It 
was all I could do to carry him to the 
hospital. Swatts kept right along be- 
hind me, and every time I would stop 
to rest, he would poke me with a 
broom—the only broom I saw in Ger- 
many—and laugh and point to his ear. 


Then' I thought it was a frame-up 


and that he was getting even with me, 
bnt I was in for It then, and the best 
I conld do was to go through with it 
But I was all in when we reached tbe 
hospital. The first thing I saw when 
we got in the door was another negro, 
also from Barbadoes, and as tall and 
thin as Jim had once been short and 
fat 
This black boy and I made a 


great team, but I never knew what 
his name was. I always called him 
Kate, because night and day he was 
whistling the old song, "Kate, Kate, 
Meet Me at the Garden gate," or* words 
to that effect I have waked up many 
a night find heard, that whistle Just 
about at the same place as when I had 
fallen asleep. It would not'have been 
so bad if he had known all of it 
'I took Swatts' broom and cleaned 
up, and then asked where the coal or 
wood was. This got a great laugh. It 
was quite humorous to the men who 
had shivered there for weeks, maybe, 
but to me It was about as funny as a 
cry for help. I got wood though, be- 
fore I had been there long. 


There was a great big cupboard 


that looked more like a small house, 
bnllt against the wall of the hospital 
barracks In one corner of the room, 
and not far from the stove. Kate was 
the only patient able to be on his feet, 
so I thought he would have to^be my 
chief cook nnd bottle washer for a 
while; ana, besides, there was some- 
thing about him that made him look 
pretty valuable. I had not recognized 
his whistling yet, so Slim looked to be 
iliz rJsht name for him.

California- weather along the coast 
for the' mornings are nice .and warm 
and then it gets very chilly about 
noon and stays that way until the 
next morning.

HARD TO TRANSLATE BIBLE 


Considerable Amount of Ingenuity R*. 


quired to Make Wo*U Fit Sav- 


age Knowledge. 


How much do you supopse on Es- 


kimo knows about an olive? Or a 
Hottentot about cherublui? Or a can-, 
nlbal about the Holy 6host? 


That's why the'men and women W*K> 


translate the Bible Into pagan, lan- 
guages have to use a greater amount 
of Ingenuity and Imagination, than 
anything else, observes a writer In thV 
World Outlook. 


It must have been a very pleasant 


person who finally suggested to .the 
mingled relief and amusement of the' 
tired workers, that "the lamb: of |God" 
might Just as well be translated "the. 
little seal of God," In the Eskimo Bible. 
Eskimo children have the same ten- 
derness toward the funny little things 
with their mournful eyes and soft fur 
that other children have toward baby 
sheep. 
v 


The Eskimo Bible was one of the 


most difficult to translate, and has just 
been finished after 250 years of work. 
Of course, to a half frozen, fur-clad , 
people, living'in Igloos—or Is It har- 
poons?—-and surrounded by polar bears 
and walruses, It Is next to impossible 
to translate the story of the bright, 
colored, sun-drenched holy land. The 
language of r. northern people is nec- 
essarily lacking in dozens of words 
and phrases, and, too often, even 
ideas. 
. 


But Bible translating is like Greek 


grammar—there's an exception to 
every rule. The Zulus live in a coun- 
try as warm and tropical as the holy 
land on the pleasantest of days, but 
the Zulu Bible has offered about as 
many difficulties as any respectable 
task has a right to offer. 
" 


;; In the first place, the earliest trans- 
lation was made by more than thirty 
people working independently. Despite 
Its Inaccuracy arid Inconsistency^ it 
Was extremely popular among the na- 
tives; It even-shaped Zulu thought so 
completely that every paragraph of 
the Zulu newspaper, teems with Bible 
vocabulary. But It was Inaccurate. 
Many of the mistakes were, of course, 
extremely amusing. 
The translators 


found to their surprise that instead of 
crossing the Red sea and the Jordan 
dry shod, the children of Israel: went 
over thirsty. And a literal transla-. 
tlon of the promise that enemies should 
melt away before them, was discovered 
tp mean In Zulu idiom tin-1 their en- 
emies should be as happy as men full, 
of beer. 


In 1901 a new translation was be- 


gun. There was still many difficul- 
ties. How were the translators, for 
Instance, to describe as in Isaiah 3, 
18-24, the entire wardrobe of a Jewess 
at the height of the nation's civiliza- 
tion to the Zulu debutante who in the 
heaviest winter season wears little 
more than a string of scarlet beads? .
